Official fig- 
ures are lacking, yet it may be said 
that the number of these unfortunates 
is estimated not in hundreds but in 
thousands.

Ancestors in Seats 


of Honor at Feasts 

Entertaining the spirits of ancestors 
and conversing with them is as real 
as an actual affair of this world to 
the natives of some of the small Jap- 
anese villages in the neighborhood of 
Tokyo. 

Signal fires are kindled by the vil- 
lagers before the graves of their an- 
cestors and the spirits invited to come 
home with them to partake of the 
feasts spread in their honor. When 
the fires go out, torches are lighted 
to show the way home for the depart- 
ed souls. As they walk it is not at 
all unusual for old folk to talk aloud 
to the spirits and often these simple 
folk point out a mud puddle to their 
spirit guests, warning them to be care- 
ful. 

When a family reaches home, a tub 
of water is found at the entrance, in 
which the spirits are invited to wash 
their feet. At the table, the living 
members talk to the spirits, usually 
about incidents that took place while 
the ancestors were alive. The follow- 
ing night, the spirits are escorted 
back to the graveyard and bidden fare- 
well until the following year, 


On the Square 

People who sit in the grandstand or 
Stand near a race track in any posi- 
tion other than directly opposite the 
judges’ box should not question the 
decisions of the judges in close races, 
because they cannot obtain a proper 
view of the horses as they cross the 
finishing line, says Science and Inven- 
tion Magazine. The judges 
placed that they can view the horses 
directly in line as they finish, whereas 
spectators on either side of the finish- 
ing point obtain a misleading picture 
Kecause of the effects of perspective, 

If, for instance, two horses finish 
neck and neck, people watching them 
from a point ahead of them will think 
the horse nearest the railing has won. 
On the other hand, spectators viewing 
the horses from the rear are likely 
to swear that the one farthest from 
the rail is in the lead. Only the 
judges can determine a winner ac- 
curately if the race is very close at 
the end.

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“Needle Ice” 

The federal division of agriculture 
engineering says that needle ice is one 
of several names given to the invis- 
ible erystals or minute particles of ice 
which form when moving water has 
sufficient velocity to prevent the forma- 
tion of surface ice and the tem- 
perature of the water is 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit or slightly less. It does 
not form under solid surface ice, but 
forms in open water when very cold, 
windy weather, particularly at night, 
favors the radiation of heat from the 
water mass. Needle ice may be carried 
long distanees’ by currents, both in 
open water and under ice cover, and 
eften collects in large and more or 
less compact masses or jams.

Winners of second prizes will each 
receive $2,000 in cash and one year’s 
tuition. 

Winners of third prizes will each 
receive $1,000 and one year’s tuition. 

Winners of fourth prizes will each 
receive $500. 


Winners of fifth prizes will each 
receive $250. 

Musical, civic and women’s clubs in 
each community in each state will be 
invited to hold local contests to select 
the best young man and best young 
woman singers of their towns. These 
winners will then be certified to a 
state audition, which will be broad- 
cast by a radio station in each state. 
A state winner of each sex will be 
chosen and will receive a_ silver 
medal. 

The next step is a district audition. 
The young men and women who have 
won state honors will be taken to a 
central broadcasting station in one 
of five districts, where an audition 
will be broadcast to select the two 
winners—a young man and a young 
woman—from that district. 

The two winners in each district 
will receive gold medals and the ten 
finalists thus selected will be taken 
to New York for the final National 
Audition, to be broadcast over a na- 
tional network of stations. All ex- 
penses of contestants in the district 
and. final auditions, including railroad 
fare, hotel bills, entertainment, etc., 
will be paid by the Atwater Kent 
Foundation.
